4 hon thatTarquinius uſed over the people(as the chief occalion)and afrer- 
wards for tis Sons lewduefle (as the outward occaſion) from Kings to 
Conluls, and ſo from Conluls (for their eyill demeanour) ro Decem virs, 
and Triumvirs, that is, toten Rulers, and three Rulers : and ſo from 
change to change , till it came to the State Imperiall: ye alwaies pre- 
{ſerving and maintaining the authority, albeit they alrered and changed 
the kinde of government. For the Erthnicks themlelves being led one- 
ly by the law of nature and their own reaſon, ſaw that wethour politike- 
power and authority, mankinde could not be preſerved, nor the world 
continued, The rich would opprefle the poor, and the poor Jeek the 
deitruction of the rich, to have that he had: the mighty would deftro 
the weak, and as Theodoretus laith, the great fish eat up the imall, and 
the weak leek revenge on the mighty "and ſo one leecking the others 
deftruction, all ar length should be undone and come to deftruction. 
And becaule rhis authority and power, both to make laws, and execute 
laws, prucee ie1 from God, the Holy Ghoft in Scripture calleth them 
Gods: nor for tha: they be naturally Gods,orthat they be tranſubſtantia» 
red irito Gods (for he Jaith, they $hall die- like men, and indeed their 

works declare them ro be none other than men) but for the authoriry 
and power which they receive of God,to be his Miniſters here on earth

eir Wills their laws. Asin Germany between the Emperour and the 
people, a Counſellor Dier :in France and England, Parliaments, where- 
1n there met and alſembled of all ſorts of people, and nothing could be 
done without the knowledge and conſent ofall. Bur where the people 
have foriaken God, and contemned utterly his Word, there hath the De- 
vill by his miniſters, occupied the whole Countrey, and ſubverted the 
good orders, juſtice and equity, that was in the Common- wealth, and 
planted his unreaſonable _ or good laws, as every man may ſee by 
the Rea!m of Hungary, which the Turk in our time hath occupied. And

ETNOUTS, of Realms and Coun-- | 
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nces, and other Governours have an abſolute power and 
their Subjetts, ET 


aſmuch as thoſe rhat be the Rulers in the world, and would he ta- 
ken for gods (tharis, the miniſters and images of God here on earth, 
the examples and myrrours of all godlineſle, juſtice, equiry and other 
yertues) claime and exerciſe an abſolute power, which allo they call a 
'fulneſſe of power, or prerogative ro do what they luſt, and none may 
gainſay them : ro diſpenſe with the laws as pleaſerh them, and freely 
and withour correction or offence do contrary to the laws of narure, 
and other Gods laws, and the poſitive laws and cuſtomes of their Coun= 
tries, or break them : and ufe their ſubjects as men do their beaſts, and 
as Lords do their villanes and bondmen,getting their goods from rhem 
by hook and by crook, with fic vols, fic jubio, and Ipending it to ihe de- 
ſtruction of rheir Subjeas: the milery of this time requireth roe xanune, 
whether they do ir rightfully or wrong fully, that if it be righrfull, rhe 
people may the more willingly obey and receive rhe fame: if ir be 
wrong tuil, rharthen thoſe rhar ufe it, may the rather for the teare of 
God leave it. For (no doubt) God will come, and judge rhe world with 
equity, and revenge the cauſe of the oppreſſed. Ot the Popes power 
(who counteth himſelf one, yea the chiet of theſe kinde of Gods, yea 
above them all, and fellow ro the God of gods) we minde nor now to 
rreat : neither 1s1t requifire. Forall men, yea half wiſe women, aud 
babes can well hedus tha his power 1s Worthy ro be laughr ar ; and were 
it not bolſtred and propped up with Sword and Fagor, it would /as it will 
notwithſtanding) .horrly le 1n the mire, for it is not built on the Rock, 


bur on the Sand: not planted by the Father of Heaven, bur by the Di=- 


yell of Hell asthe fruirs do manifeſtly declare. Bur we will ſpeak of 
rhe power of Kings and Princes, and ſuch like Potentates, Rulers, and 
Governours of Common-wealths. 


Before ye have heard, how for a great long time, thar is, untill after 
the generall flood, rhere was no civill or politike power, and how it was 
then firſt ordained by God himſelf, and for wha: purpoſe he ordained 


it : thar 1s (tro comprehend all briefly) ro maintaine juſtice : for ever

one doing his duty ro God, and one to another, is but juftice. Ye have 


heard allo, how 0 


rates, Bodies politike, and Common-wealths have 


authority to make laws or the maintenance of the policy, ſo that they 


be not contrary to Gods law, and the laws of nature : which if ye note 
well rhe queſtion be fore propounded, whether Kings and Princes have 
an abſolute power, shaltappear nor doubrfull, or ii any would affirme 
it, that he $hall nor be able ro maintain it. For firft, rouChing Gods laws 
(by which name allo the laws of nature be comprehended) Kings and 
_ Princes are not joyned makers hereof with God , ſo that thereby of 
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themſelves they might claime any interreſt or authority ro 
them, or diſpenſe with them, by this Maxime or principle, thar 
may knit rogether, may looſe afſunder : and he that may make, may 
mar: for betore Magiſtrates were, Gods Laws were. Neither can it be 
proved, that by Gods Word they have any authority ro diſpence or 
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break then : bur thar rhey be ſtill commanded ro do right, to miniſter 


juſtice, and not ro ſwarve, neither on the right hand,or on rhe lefr.'Then 
muſt 1: needs follow, that this ablolure authority which they uſe, muſt 


be maintained by mans reaſon, orit muſt needs be an'uſurpation : Bur - 


what can reaſon ſay? 1f it be not lawfull, by no laws (no neither by ho- 
nefty ) ior any mans lervant to alter his Maſters (a mortall mans) com= 
mandement} can reaſon lay, it is lawfull for any perſon roalter Gods 
Commandement,or break 1t? That a mans lervant may be wiler then 
his maſter, that he may be juſter then his maſter, that he may Jee whar 1s 
more protitable and necetlary to be done then his maſter, commonly it 
hapneth : and therefore he may have ſome apparent caule ro alter or 
break his Maſters commandement, Burt to ſay, that any creature 1s, or 
that any creature would ſeem in wordor deed, to be more wile than 
God, more juſt then God, more prudent and circumipect then God, or 
knoweth what is better for the creature then the Creatour himſelf (as 
it muſt neecs be laid, that he doth, that raketh upon bim to break or di- 
ſpence with Gods Will and Commandement) what an horrible blaſphe= 
my 1$1t 2 Whar Luciferous preſumption 1s it ?

If we will not ſubmir our ſelves to Gods judgement herein expreſ- 
ſed by his Word, as Chriſtians should, ler us yer mark the ſequell: and 
thereby gather Gods judgement, as Ethnicks do. For when we have 
wrought our wits out, and deviſed and done what we can, we cannort-ſo 
exclude God, but he will have a faying withus. z 
Gods Word, Will and Commandemenrt is. that he thar wilfully kilterh 
2 man,shall allo be killed by man : that is, the Magiſtrate. Bur this law 
| hath nor been oÞſerved,and alwaies executed, burKings and Princes up- 
on affection have diſpenſed and broken ir, granting life and liberty ro 
trayrors, robbers, murtherours, &c. | : K 
\ But what hath followed of it? Have they (whoſe offences have been 
{o pardoned) afterward shewed themſelves penitent to God, and thank- 
fully profitable ro the Common-wealth ? No, God and the Common- 
wealth have had no greater enemies. They have added murther ro 
murther, miſchief ro miſchief, and of private malefattours, have be= 
come publike, andof menkillers, they have at lengthgrown ro be de= 
ſtroyers of their Countrey, yea,and many times of them thar ſaved rhem 


from hanging,and orher juſt paines of the law. And namarvell, for God 


doth nor onely PRORY rhe prope and authours of ſuch mifchief, bur 
alſo thoſe that be acceffaries and maintainors of it, and plaguerhiniqui 


ry with Io Ye may likewiſe ſee, what fruits have folloyved, vvhi

Popes have diſpenſed,:har marriages might be made contrary ro G-ds 
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$1ea 2aſonthar,vvherin nothing can be ſaid forit.And ler us come 
ro that,vvhe rin ſomev\ hat may be laid; that is, yvhether Kings &Princes 
may doth.ngs contrary to the pofitive lavvs of their Country-As for ex- 
ample,It isa law poſitive,that a mean kind of apparel, or a mean kinde of 
diet Should be uſed inaCommon-yvealth,to the intent that menleaving 
th: exceſle thereof, yvhereof many occations both to deftzoy nature and 
ro offend God follovy, they might convert that they before evill ſpent,to 
the reliet of the poverty, or defence of thei: Countrey. 
For anſvver to this queſtion, this divifion ought ro be made,that there 
be rwo kindes of Kwgs,Princes, and Governours? | 
1 he one,who alone may make politive laws, becauſethe whole ſtate and 
body of their Countrey have given and religned to them their authority 
ſoto do;which neverthelefle is rather to be counted a tyrant then aKing, 
as Dionyſius, Philsppus,and Alexander were, who laved whom they would, 
and ipilt whom tney luſted. And the other be ſuch, unto whom the peo= 
le have not given fach authority, bur kept ir themſelves: as we have 
Ladera ſaid concerning the mixr ftate, 
True it is,thart in matters indiflerent, that is, that of themſelves be nei- 
ther good nor evill,hurtfull or profirable, bur fora decent order. Kings 
and Princes(to whom their people have given their authority )may make 
ſuch laws, & diſpenfewith rhem.Bur in matrers not indifferear, bur godly 
and profitably ordained forthe Common-wealth,there can they nor (for 
all rheir authori'y) break them.or diſpence with them. For Princes are 
ordained to do good, not to do evill:totake away evill, not toincreaſe it : 
ro give exawple piwelvong not to be procurers of evill: ro procure 
the wealth & benefit of their ſubjes,and not to work their hurt or un» 
doing.Andinthe Empire wheze(by the civill laws) the Emperours claim 
that the people gave them their authority to make laws,albeit they have 
been willing,and oft attempredro execute their authority, which ſome 
PERapSatro pleaſe them )laythey have by the laws, yer kave they been 
orced of themſelves to leave ff their enterprize. Bur ſuch as be indifle- 
rent expoynders of the laws, be of that minde that we before have de- 
clared: & therefore make this a generall conclufion,and as it were a rule 
that the Emperour willing any thing to be done, there is no more ro be 
_ , done,then the laws permit to be dore, For (ſay they) ngitber ah Emperour, 


nor King may do any thing to the burt of his people without their conſent. K. Anti- 
gonus Chancelleur, ſaying unto bim, that all things were boneſt & lawfulto/Kings, 
ye ſay true(quoth the K. )but to ſuch Kings as be beaſts, barbarous and without hu- 
manity: but with true and good Princes,nothing is honeſt. but that 1s honeſt mgeed, 
and nothing is juſt but that 15 juſt indeed. Antiochus the 3 K. of Aſia, conſidering 

. that as be was above the prople,ſothe laws were above bim, wrote ters 
all the Cities of bis Countrey, that if they should percerve , that be by any letters, 
_ #bould MOELo eng eonrery to the laws, they should think that ſuch letters 
_ were obtained without bis conſent,and RING they should not obey them.

Aﬀemblies of the whole State, long Parliaments, &c? Yea (I beleech 
thee ) whar certainty should rhere be in any thing, where all should de- 
pend on ones will and affe&ion 2 Bur it will be ſaid, thar albeir Kings 


and Princes cannot make laws, but with rhe conſent of the people, yer _ 
may they diſpenſe with any poſitive law, by reaſon that of long time 


On have uſed ſo todo, and preſcribe lotodo: for long cuſtome ma» 
ena law. 

1o this it may be anſwered ,evill cuſtomes (be they never ſo old) are 
nor to be ſuffered, but utterly ro be abolished: and none may 'preſcribe 
to do evill, be he King or Subje&. If the laws appoint thee the time of 
thirty or forty years. to claim a ſure and a pertfir intereſt of rhat thou en- 
joyett, yer it thou know, that either thy ſelf or thoſe by whom thou 
claimeft, came wrongfully by ir, thou arr not indeed a perfe& owner of 
Ir, but art bound to reſtore ir. Although the laws of man do excuſe and 
defend thee from outward rronble and punishment, yer can'they not 
quiet rhe conſcience, bur when rhy conſcience remembrerh, that thou 
enjoyeft that 1s nor thine, it will bire thee that rhou haſt done wrong? 
it will accuſe thee before the Iudgement ſeat of God, and condemne 
thee. And if Princes and Governours would shew themſelves half ſo wiſe, 
as they would men should rake rhem ro be, and by the example of o- 
thers learn what miſchief might happen to themſelves, they would nor 
(if rhey might )claime, much lefſe execute any ſuch abſolute aurhoriry. 
No, neither would their Counſellours (if they loved them) maintaine 
them init; nor yet the Subjects (if rhey aid bur confider their own fafe- 


ry and feliciry inthis life) would not if rhey mighr, ſuffer their Prince to 


do what him lufted.

Some there be that will have roo little obedience, as the Anabapriſts.

This (hall be the right or law of the King that 5hall rule 
over you : he will take your ſons, and put them to his Chariots, and make bis 
Horſemen of them,and they muſt run before bis Chariot, and will make bim Cap 
cains of them, over thouſands, and over fifties, & wil ſet them to aire his ground, 
and gather in his harveft, and eo make inſtruments of War and Carts. And of 
your daughters be will make him Oyntment makers, bis Cooks, and Bakers, And 
he will take the beſt of your fields, and of your Olive trees, and give them to his 
ſervants. And be will take the tenth of your ſeed and of your Vines, and give it 
z0 his Lords and to bis ſervants, And be will rake the beſt of your men-ſtroants, 
ar1 women=-ſervants,and JESTER of your A Co do his work with therp, 
And he will take the tenth of your cheep, and ye sball be his ſervants.

that is, no Aliene or Stranger , bur one of their own brethren : for | 
naturally trangers do not favour ſtrangers. And a ftrange Prince ſee- 
keth by allmeans to deſtroy the naturall inborn, that ke may with 


quietneſle and ſurety enjoy and uſe that he commerh evill by, andlo 


leave it to his ſuccetiion : rhen is ſer forth the right and prerogative of 

a King thus. When your King is made, he shall nor keep many horſes, 
nor purting his truſt in his Horfemen, he $hall nor bring the people a- 
- gain into Epeype. He $hall nothave many wiyes,leſt they alrer his minde 
trom God ; neither yet great treaſure of filver and gold. Bur when he 
is ſer in his Throne, he skall cauſe a copy of theſe laws andſtatures ro 
be written our of the originall, remaining with the Levires, and the 
{ſame he shall have with him all the dates of his life, that he may learn 
to feare the Lord his God,and to keep (not to break )all the words and 
ceremonies that be commanded in the law, and alſo ro fulhll themin 
bis doings': And he shall nor be proud and hauty over his brethren, 


neither Shall he ſwarve from the law toward the right hand, or left 


hand, that heand his children may long raign over Iſrael. Bur befides 
this law appointed forall Kings,he thar will be accounted a Chriſtian 
Ting or Governor, muſt remember,thar he 1s a Chriſtian man,and thar 
by being made a King,he is nor exempt from the laws and duty of a

of his eyes. And when he was asked, what made him to weep : have I 
not juſt occafion ro weep(ſaith he)rhat hearing of ſomany worlds, I 
am not yet Lord ofone ? This worme withour faile was rhe Devill, 
who not contenreadthar Kings (the Mirifters of God) should ſerve 
Godin their vocarion(ro have them'the ſovper fall from God, & ſerve 
him)purreth them in hope they £hall be Lords of all the world, if they 
will rake him for their chief Lord and Soveraign. Bur becauſe he 
ſeeth the inconftancy of Kings, that they no longer abide by their 
oathsand ng es,that they may rhereby have protir, gain, and their 
_ defire, he dorh nor forthwith pur them in pofſetiion, bur to try rheir 
_ fidelity, he $heweth them by whar rebel 8 Shall come ro ir, putting 
 rotherr good will, help, and induftry. He donbreth nor, bur if he may 
bring rhem once into the puddle, over the shoos, they wil thorow thick 
any thin, whatfoever commeth of ir, to come rorhar they looked for. 
Theſe waies of the Devili proceed our of his ſchool of practices, and 
they be ina generaliry,two : thar is, oper force, and ſecret ſubrilty : the 

- oft whereof, that is, force and manhood, having oft rried , and moſt 
_ rims it hath nor ſucceeded afrer their minde, they have not ſo much 
put in uſe, burhave rarber rrufted onthe other, thar is, ſubrilty & craft, 

whereby they work a grear deal more miſchief, then by open force 

and ftrength of men, and with lefle perill of rhemfelves.
